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at Baint Lounis, without regard to the cost of transporta-
tion, which being added, makes the difference very greatly
in favor of Saint Paul.
Therefore, your memorialists would respectfully re-
gueat that the Assistant Qommissary of Subsistence at
aint Paul, may be ordered to make snch purchages, in
‘téehalf of the Federal government, at Saint Paul, in this
tate.
